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7e The general organization of the sumer canps will be entrusted to Chofinspekteur 
Helmut Dorufka. The commanding officers of the Komnandos will be the camp 
commanders, The camps will be inspected from 10 to 1) May by teams organized 
and briefed by Chefinspekteur Hans ‘lulz. . 


8. Discipline in the camps will be very ripid, No leaves or passes will be granted, 
Absolutely no intercourse will be permitted with the local civilian population, 
not even joint cultural or sports events. 


?o Fred Oelssner, a membor of the SED Politbttro, addressed staff officers of the 
HVA on 2) April 1951. Me based his remarks in the main on Lenin's doctrine of 
the just and unjust war, The only means to prevent a war, he said, is to become 
so strong that American imperialism will lose the courare to make an attack. 
Pacifist tendencies must be uprooted. Upon the IVA devolves the decisive task 
of making the German Democratic Republic strong and capable of defending itself. 
American propaganda boasts about new weapons were compared by Oelssner to Goeb-els's 
propaganda after the debacle at Stalingrad.
